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LABOUR FORCE SURVEY - INDUSTRY DATA 1966 TO 1970 


A INTRODUCTION 


CLI (Classified List of Industries) was used as the industrial classification 
for Labour Force Surveys from 1964 to August 1972. ASIC (Australian 
Standard Industrial Classification) was introduced in August 1971. 

Dual coding was used in the surveys of August and November, 1971 

and February, May and August, 1972. 


Prior to August 1966 Industry was classified by CLI, based on an 
industry description given by respondents. 


A ‘Place of Work Index', which covered employers included in the Group 
Employers Census (ie employers with sufficient employees to pay PAYE 
tax on a group basis),was used from August 1966 to code the employer's 
name. Respondents with employers not included in the Index were 
coded by their industry description. 


The ASIC method makes use of the Integrated Register in the same way 
as the Place of Work Index was used. The main difference is that the 
Integrated Register is a more comprehensive list of employers than the 
Place of Work Index. 


To eliminate a major break in the series, data based on the CLI 
classification was converted to the ASIC classification. 


From August 1966 to August 1970 the method of coding CLI was similar 
to that used for ASIC. Consequently it was decided to convert data 
from 1966 to 1970. 


To be consistent with the decision to revise only August estimates for 
the years 1966 to 1970 on 1976 benchmarks, industry conversions were. 
restricted to each August from 1966 to 1970. 


Three methods were used in the project. The first, I, was used to 
derive summary tables of Labour Force Status and Occupational Status 
by Sex and in some cases by Marital Status. This method made 
extensive use of computer resources and was very time consuming. 


The second method, II, manually converted industry data for Employed 
Persons by Sex by Age. The third Method, III, manually recalculated 

the data obtained by Method I for 1969. The CLI data on 1976 Benchmarks 
used in the conversions was considered incorrect, and new CLI data 

was obtained. The second method was again used for the new 1969 

data for Employed Persons. 


Each of these methods are described below: 
B METHOD I 


1 A merged tape of August 1971 and August 1972, with both CLI and 
ASIC coding was created. 


A 12 x 342 matrix of conversion factors was derived using this merged 
tape. This matrix consisted of the 12 ASIC Divisions by the detailed 
342 CLI Sub-groups. For each CLI Sub-group, the proportion of persons 
in each ASIC Division was calculated as the conversion factor. 


Thus for the cell in the i*® row, j°" colum, x,., i = 1-342, j = 1-12, 
the conversion factor was fs; = X.. i = xX, 


2 The August Labour Force data tapes, revised for 1976 benchmarks, 
and the tape of matrix conversion factors were used as input to a CSD 
designed program. This program produced the following tables, by 
ASIC industry.

All females, where applicable, and persons were derived by addition. 


Bx In some cases the conversion factor was zero. When this factor 
was applied to a non-zero cell in a particular classificatory variable 
breakdown in a particular year, the total of ASIC industries would be 
below the total of the CLI industries, and thus the published level. 

To overcome this problem, the difference was manually pro-rated through 
the ASIC industries. 


A Unpaid Family Helpers 


Due to the very small estimates in this category the null cell problem 
was magnified, and along with other problems associated with small 


estimates, such as their large standard errors, this category was not 

used. An aggregate - Employed Non Wage and Salary Earners was derived, 
by subtracting Employed Wage and Salary Earners from Total Employed. 

This category comprises Employers, Self-employed and Unpaid family helpers. 
Details on Employers and Self Employed were required by Labour Force 
Estimates Subsection for their publication of long term data. 


5 Other classifications derived were 


Persons employed part-time (=Total employed - Employed full-time) 


Unemployed persons (=Labour force - Total employed) 
C METHOD II 


4 Method I was considerably time consuming - both of computer time and 
human time. 


A more detailed breakdown of Employed persons (by age and sex) was 
required. With more detail the problem of null cells would increase 

the inaccuracies of the above method, as it would increase the likelihood 
of null cells in the matrix of conversion factors. It was decided to 

use a manual method to calculate the tables required. This method 

is described below. 


2 The merged tape of August 1971 and August 1972 was used to calculate 
conversion factors of the form:

Where a zero cell was encountered, the factor was set to 1. This 
eliminated the null cell problen. 


Factors were calculated for Males and Females, by 13 ASTC/CLI industry 
groupings and 8 age groups, as follows:

3 These factors were applied to the appropriate Sex by Age x Industry 
cell for each August from 1966 to 1970, based on 1976 Benchmarks. 


Totals for each age group were checked against the actual totals, and any 
differences were pro-rated, but at the same time making sure the Industry 





totals agreed with these derived in the first method. 


D 1969 - METHOD III 


Estimates for 1966 to 1970 were revised for 1976 Census Benchmarks, and 
these 1976 based estimates were used in both of the above methods. 


However, the revision to the 1969 estimates appeared to have been incorrect. 
The movement for males employed in agriculture and services to agriculture 
between 1968, 1969 and 1970 on the old basis became much larger on the 

new basis. This change could not be accounted for by the adjustments made 
to the August 1969 and 1970 tape (see A Sharp's paper, copy attached). 


It was decided to adjust the 1969 tape so that the movements on the new basis 
(1976 Benchmarks) would be much the same as the movements on the old basis. 


The adjustments were made to Employed Males - by Industry and Occupational 
Status breakdowns. 


The net adjustment to the tape were:

This adjustment was made to the 1976 Benchmarks based weight, and the 
new weight was position in CP73-80, and the original weight remained in 
CP81-88. 


The method used to derived the broad summary tables differed from Method I. 


New factors were calculated for the Labour Force, Employed, Employed Wage 
and Salary Earners, and Employed Full-time - for Males only for each 
Industry Grouping in 8 above. 


Factor = ASIC old weight (as calculated in I) 
CLI old weight 


The factor was applied to each appropriate CLI new weight cell to obtain 
the summary tables. The factors derived in Method II were applied to 
the CLI new weight data, to obtain the more detailed table. 


E SUMMARY 


The major affect of the changeover from CLI to ASIC was to move people out 
of the Community Services, the Entertainment etc, and the Electricity, 

Gas and Water Divisions, into the Finance etc Division. This difference 
is due mainly to the different procedures used by CLI and ASIC: 


af Classification procedure: Establishments were classified, under CLI, 
on the basis of the activity from which the establishment derived the 
largest part of its gross receipts. 


The ASIC system uses a 'step-by-step' procedure, whereby an establishment 

is first classified to an ASIC division, on the basis of the activity from 
which it derives the largest part of its gross receipts. Within the 
division the establishment is then classified to a sub-division again on the 
basis of gross receipts. The procedure is repeated for groups and 

classes. 


This difference in classification procedure can lead to significantly different 
industry classifications being obtained for different establishments. For 
instance, a firm which carries out a large number of manufacturing 

processes, each of which has a separate code at the finest level, also lets 

out vacant warehouse space; the gross receipts from the letting operation 
being greater than the gross receipts from any one of the manufacturing 
operations but less than the total of all the manufacturing operations. 

Under CLI the establishment will be classified to Group H 'Finance and 
Property', under ASIC to Division C "Manufacturing". The number of establishments 
affected by this difference between ASIC and CLI will depend upon factors 

such as the amount of diversification in establishments, and the gross 

receipts of firms from different sources. 


ii ‘Integration! of Establishments: The introduction to the CLI states 
'Tf a single physical location comprises two or more branches which are 
engaged in distinct and separate activities for which different industry 
classifications are provided, then each branch is, if practicable, treated 
as a separate establishment'. 


Contrary to this the ASIC incorporates all activities, which could be 
considered as 'vertically integrated! (ie contributing one to the other) 
and which were conducted at the one physical location, into one 
establishment. 


The establishment is then classified according to the procedure outlined 
_ in (i) above. Thus workers employed in minor activities of vertically 
integrated establishments are coded differently under ASIC and CLI. 

The number of establishments affected will depend mainly upon the degree 
of vertical integration incorporated in establishments.
